Placentia’s People Power 

Is the OCDA underestimating the city’s Chicano residents in filing new gang injunctions?

+ + ord, help the voices of 

the people be heard,” 
m says Pastor Danny Cor- 
rea at Placentia’s Well of 
Life Church on a recent Monday night, as 
people bow their heads in silent prayer. ‘We 
trust in you, Almighty Father.” 

Under a humble gray cross, the faith¬ 
ful voiced their concerns about new gang 
injunctions filed in the city’s historic Mexi¬ 
can barrios, Plas and La Jolla. Well of Life, a 
warehouse space transformed into a sanc¬ 
tuary, lies in the middle of the neighbor¬ 
hoods and has become common ground for 
the communities. The two are now getting 
to know each other better as they unite to 
fight a common enemy: the Orange County 
district attorney’s office (OCDA). 

That night, residents made plans for 
a peace vigil and outreach at Placentia’s 
upcoming Tamale Festival. They talked 
strategy about how to show the rest of OC 
that the areas don’t need any prosecutor 
overreach, that their homes are safe from 
the problems the OCDA claims infest Plas 
and La Jolla. “I have family from both 
neighborhoods,” Theresa Smith says. ‘We 
need to get a good message out for why 
we’re against the gang injunctions!” 

Those filings by DA Tony Rackauckas 
mark the first time the office has targeted 
two gangs at the same time in the same city. 
“It comes from the grassroots up, where 
people in the community are wanting us to 
do something because they’re scared,” says 
OCDA Chief of Staff Susan Kang Schroeder. 
“These so-called activists, we did practi¬ 
cally the same thing in San Clemente, and it 
seemed to make the community better. Isn’t 
that what they want?” 

But if Rackauckas thinks he can just file 
an injunction in a divide-and-conquer strat¬ 
egy and be done with it, he just doesn’t have 
his ear to the ground. Although the La Jolla 
and Plas gangs are longtime rivals, the fight 
against the injunctions is slowly bringing 
the communities together. Within a month, 
neighbors recruited organizations such as 
the American Civil Liberties Union, Chi- 
canos Unidos and the Los Angeles-based 
Youth Justice Coalition to help educate 
residents about the injunctions’ ramifica¬ 
tions. And more actions are in the works 

Long ignored by the rest of Orange 
County, Placentia’s barrios have a his¬ 
tory of activism and resistance worthy of 
a chapter in a Chicano-studies textbook. 
Residents fought in the Citrus War of 1936, 
and veterans came back after World War 
II and began desegregating schools. Jack 
Aguirre became one of OC’s first Latino 
council members in the 1950s; in 1972, La 
Jolla residents rioted after the city razed 
an apartment complex where many orange 


and strawberry pickers made their home. 
Residents fought development projects 
in the city’s Santa Fe neighborhood for 
decades. And in 2003, Chicanos teamed 
up with good-government Republicans 
not only to stave off a railroad project that 
threatened to gentrify the downtown, but 
also to expose city corruption that led to the 
voting-out of nearly the entire City Council. 

Placentia residents have a long memory 
and can recall when Plas and La Jolla had 
no beef against each other, citing 1970s 
community programs such as Casa Pla¬ 
centia, which took care of youth. “The 
problems started when funding for Casa 
Placentia stopped,” says Ana Castro, who 
grew up in La Jolla. 

So when news came out about the gang 
injunctions, community activists quickly 
started going door to door. Smith, who 
became an activist after Anaheim police 
killed her son Caesar Cruz in 2009, began 
to organize immediately. “My daughter 
knew this young man who received some 
paperwork, and they didn’t know what it 
was,” she says. “He brought me the paper¬ 
work, and as soon as I saw it, I knew it was 
a gang injunction.” 

Activists eventually invited those 
affected to talk about the issue in late Octo¬ 
ber in a basement classroom at Cal State 
Fullerton, a neutral place away from the 
injunction zones, so as to avoid any trouble. 
Plas residents sat together on one side of 
the room, while La Jolla on the other. But 
after that get-together, the groups set aside 
their differences at the Nov. 3 Placentia City 
Council meeting. 

At that meeting, residents from both 
neighborhoods took turns at the podium for 
two hours. Everyone from homeowners to 
an Afghanistan War vet said they felt safe in 
their barrios and didn’t need or want Rack¬ 
auckas’ gang injunctions. The OCDA dis¬ 
missed them, describing the commotion as 
the work of outside activists roaming from 
one gang injunction to the next. “Placentia 
is a beautiful city with a lot of history and 
with good families that have a right not to 
be terrorized by gang members,” Assistant 
District Attorney Tracy Miller says. “A lot of 
the people who spoke at the council meet¬ 
ing do not live or work in the safety zones.” 

But not on the same page, at least ini¬ 
tially, was Mayor Chad Wanke, a Republi¬ 
can. He took notes throughout the night, 
listening intently during his constituents’ 
comments. “I was concerned about their 
concerns,” he says. “I don’t like how the 
process happened, but from what I’ve been 
told by the DA, the gang injunctions are 
really just going to impact the people that 
are specifically mentioned in them.” He 
said his position is powerless to influence 


the injunctions one way or the other, but 
Wanke is willing to hear them out. 

The council meeting was all preamble, 
though, to Nov. 16 hearings in the court¬ 
room of Orange County Superior Court 
Judge Peter J. Wilson. Those who couldn’t 
fit inside Wilson’s tight quarters waited in 
the hallway for support. “There is no need 
for an injunction,” resident Carla Banuelos 
says. “We are safe!” 

Wilson noted that he received a letter 
with hundreds of signatures from Placentia 
residents echoing Banuelos’ sentiment. 
Between hearings, anti-gang-injunction 
activists took their protest outside. 

“In a lot of ways, this is an unprec¬ 
edented amount of community involve¬ 
ment,” says Sean Garcia-Leys, a law student 
working with the American Civil Liberties 
Union and UC Irvine Law School Immi¬ 
grant Rights Clinic. “This more tightly con¬ 
nected community has folks whose families 
have been here for generations.” 

Filing back in the courtroom, residents 


attempted to pack the seats, but they were 
physically barred by police officers from 
filling the seats behind the prosecutors. 
Wilson granted a preliminary injunction 
for Plas, giving a stay to alleged gang mem¬ 
bers who showed up or are currently jailed, 
just as he had for La Jolla. Calling the 
gang injunctions “complex cases,” Wilson 
handed them over to Judge Kim G. Dun¬ 
ning, who’ll hear them out on Jan. 19,2016. 
Residents are ready for an even bigger turn¬ 
out on that date. 

“It was amazing to see the people from 
Placentia go early in the morning to sup¬ 
port the ones from La Jolla, and then 
people from La Jolla staying to support the 
ones from Placentia,” Smith says. “That 
was historical.”

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K ou know that Janis Joplin song where 
she says, ‘Freedom’s just another word 
for nothin’ left to lose’?” asks Tombstone. 
He’s the 68-year-old founder and chair¬ 
man of an organization created to improve the image and 
foster alliances among the Southland’s myriad motor¬ 
cycle groups, the Southern California Confederation of 
Clubs (a.k.a. the Confederation or SCCOC). For the past 
two hours, the Vietnam War vet has described what he 
says is the American government’s campaign against the 
sovereignty of his brothers and rivals alike, as well as the 
importance of uniting against such tyranny. 

He looks across a nearly deserted parking lot in the 
central OC industrial park where his repair shop stands. 
In just a few hours, Tombstone—an officer with the Vagos 
MC, one of the most feared biker troupes in Southern 
California—will stand in front of hundreds of members 
of dozens of SoCal’s biggest (and smallest) chopper clubs 
for the monthly SCCOC town hall. Everyone from the 
Hells Angels and the Apache Devils (an all-Native Ameri¬ 
can club) to Vagos, Mongols and more will politely sit in 
the biggest conference hall of an OC Veterans of Foreign 


Wars (VFW) building and hear Tombstone preach: about 
breaking news, about safety, about threats to their cause. 
He’ll crack jokes, update attendees on upcoming fund¬ 
raisers, and even scold anyone who’s too busy texting, 
talking or doing a crossword puzzle to pay attention. 

But Tombstone is stuck right now on “Me and Bobby 
McGee,” Joplin’s classic paean to life on the open road. 

He grits his teeth and stares ahead. “I think that’s a bunch 
of shit,” he finally spits out. “Freedom is all we have as 
Americans. It’s what life’s about. If you don’t have your 
freedom, you don’t have anything.” 

While motorcycles are Tombstone’s lifestyle, the 
SCCOC represents the culmination of his dream. After 
years of attending funerals for friends and family lost 
to clashes between clubs, he decided about 30 years 
ago it was time to stop the violence—by talking to one 
another. Unsurprisingly, the biker world thought his 
vision was impossible. 

“No one wanted to be the first club to sit down and 
talk to another club,” he says with a slight snarl, lounging 
in one of the parking lot’s two green lawn chairs before 
going back to work. “They said, ‘I’ll talk to you, but I 


won’t talk to them.’ You might’ve gotten along with one 
or two people from other clubs, but most of the commu¬ 
nication between the clubs was just the finger.” 

Over time, as the feds began cracking down on clubs 
across the country, bikers began to see Tombstone’s wis¬ 
dom: The government was the bigger common enemy, 
not one another. The first SCCOC meeting was held in 
central OC in 1988, with about 20 local clubs attending. 
Almost three decades later, the SCCOC represents more 
than 100 clubs, with more than 60 similar confederations 
across the country, a National Coalition of Motorcyclists 
that governs them all, and even a few more internation¬ 
ally. Relations between motorcycle clubs are better than 
ever before, if you ask members, with everyone relatively 
united under a common cause of improving their busi¬ 
ness and image. Think Sons of Anarchy ... but nicer. 

“I just want people to see that this has been my dream 
for a long time,” Tombstone says, as he begins prepping 
for the SCCOC meeting. “I think a lot of the motorcycle 
clubs now are striving for the same goal, and they see the 
same big picture. They’d rather get along than not.”

Just two weeks before the SCCOC’s 
town hall, six board members gather in 
the back of a motorcycle-restoration shop 
to discuss the last meeting, the next meet¬ 
ing and everything that occurs in between. 
Men representing the Mongols, Hes¬ 
sians and Vagos sit in a small room, sans 
the cuts that would identify them on the 
streets and potentially get one another’s 
blood boiling. But here, there’s camara¬ 
derie—maybe not the chumminess of, say, 
a Kiwanis Club or even Rotary Interna¬ 
tional, but it’s there. 

“You think you’ve been riding for a long 
time?” Tombstone shoots at a younger 
member during a break in the agenda. “I’ve 
been riding since you were in diapers.” 

“But you were riding a dinosaur back 
then,” the guy responds. Everyone laughs. 

Although TV shows might make an 
onlooker expect discussions of murder, 
drug trafficking and porn production, the 
truth is far more mundane. With all the 
gray hair, silver beards and frayed jeans, 
the members resemble your dad’s poker 
club. Members sit on an aging couch or a 
mix of chairs. Topics such as lane-sharing 
and helmet laws get discussed, as well as 
some of the fundraisers for local clubs that 
need to pay for things such as attorneys’ 
fees. But at this particular meeting, one 
event weighs on everyone’s mind: a mas¬ 
sive May 17 shootout in Waco, Texas, that 
happened before a regional Confederation 
of Clubs meeting and brought back into 
the national spotlight biker “gangs,” as 
police and media often label them. 

“My heart goes out to the family and 
friends of those that suffered a loss from 
Waco,” Tombstone says. “I find it, in my 
mind, very hard to believe what I saw and 
heard on the television. I find it very diffi¬ 
cult to accept the fact that over 170 people 
were arrested and that nine lost their lives 
for the reason that they said.” 

Spike, a longtime officer with the 
Hessians, adds, “I think when all these 
investigations are finished and they find 
the results, things are going to look a lot 
different than they do right now. What 
they’re saying so far just doesn’t add up.” 

“It’s another example of a terrible situ¬ 
ation involving our lifestyle and only one 
side of the story being told to the people,” 
Tombstone says. “No one spoke for our 
side of the story on Waco—just the other 
side of the story was heard.” 

Negative press and intrusive govern¬ 
ment agents are mostly what brought the 
SCCOC together in the first place. Dating 
back to Marlon Brando’s star-making role 
as a renegade biker in 1953’s The Wild 
One to Hunter S. Thompson’s notorious 


expose, Hell’s Angels: A Strange and Ter¬ 
rible Saga, through too many NatGeo spe¬ 
cials, Gangland episodes and ATF raids to 
count, motorcycle clubs feel as if they’ve 
never gotten a fair shake in the public 
sphere. Even today, plenty of restaurants 
and bars won’t allow vested bikers inside, 
fearing mayhem. Efforts such as the 
SCCOC’s offer a unified voice represent¬ 
ing hundreds of clubs—together, a voice 
far stronger than each club on its own. 

“Even though a lot of the clubs today 
look like they did in the late ’60s and early 
’70s as far as their dress and actions, we’re 
very different,” Tombstone says. “We’re a 
lot smarter in the sense that it’s not about 
who is the toughest guy; it’s about who is 
the smartest guy. The tough-guy image 
still may be portrayed by some, but in the 
mind and in the heart of the majority of 
us, it’s not that way.” 

Tombstone’s life spans the trajectory 
of motorcycle clubs, originally founded 
by World War II veterans who rejected 
Cold War suburbia. He remembers trips 
as a kindergartner on a hog through the 
Illinois countryside with his uncle. Tomb¬ 
stone’s family moved to Whittier when he 
was a teenager. There, he’d regularly run 
into a pair of Hells Angels while on candy 
runs to a liquor store. 

“I would always check their bikes out, 
and then one day, one of them said, 'Hey, let 
me give you a ride,”’ Tombstone says. “One 
thing led to another, and before you know 
it, I’m in their garage and they’re showing 
me how to work on the motorcycles.” 

After working with those Angels to build 
a bike nearly from scratch, Tombstone’s 


new friends told him the old panhead 
was his to keep once he learned to ride it. 
Unfortunately, his dad flipped out when he 
saw the bike in the driveway and insisted 
Tombstone’s friends come pick it up. 

“They knocked on the door, and I told 
them my dad said I can’t have the bike, so 
they said, 'Well, let us talk to your dad,”’ 
Tombstone remembers. “I went and got 
my dad and told him my friends were 
here. He walked outside to talk to them 
and, to make a long story short, my dad 
said, ‘Okay, you can have the bike.’” 

Tombstone went to college for a few 
months after graduating from high school 
before deciding he really wanted to be an 
Army helicopter-door gunner in Vietnam. 
After returning in 1969, he found himself 
restless. He started hanging out at OC bars 
and meeting bikers, many of them fel¬ 
low vets. By 1974, he joined the Hessians, 
founded in Costa Mesa in 1968 and infa¬ 
mous for a patch that features both the Iron 
Cross and a dagger going through a skull. 

Being in a club introduced Tombstone 
to a world of partying the likes of which 
he’d never seen before. More important, 
it also gave him the friendship he missed 
from the military. “During that time, I 
noticed a lot of brotherhood within the 
club, but also tension,” Tombstone says. 
“Only a handful of guys from each club 
would even talk.” 

Back then, you could get stabbed or shot 
over a spilled drink or a game of pool gone 
wrong, according to Tombstone. “There 
were a lot of guys dying,” he says. The list 
includes fellow Hessians: in 1984, founder 
Thomas Maniscalco and member Daniel 


Duffy were arrested for the 1980 triple 
murder of a former Hessian, his girlfriend 
and a bodyguard; Maniscalco and Duffy 
were both convicted and sentenced to 46 
years to life and life in prison, respectively. 

“It bothered me, not in the sense that I 
could be one of them, but the fact that [the 
clubs] couldn’t get along,” he continues. 

“I kept noticing there were so many more 
similarities than differences between the 
members of the clubs. We all wore dirty 
Levis. The majority of us rode Harley- 
Davidson choppers. We all had cuts with 
our club name on the back. We even 
talked alike.” 

The only difference Tombstone could 
find between the clubs’ members was 
the name and color of the patch on their 
backs, so he began buying beers and 
playing pool with his supposed rivals. 
While individual members were willing 
to mingle with someone from a different 
group, he struggled to convince full clubs 
to make peace with one another. “They 
were all afraid to be the only club wanting 
to get along,” Tombstone says. “Finally, 
we had a sit-down with just a handful of 
clubs, and I said, ‘Look around—we have 
more similarities than differences. Why 
the hell can’t we get along?”’ 

The monthly meetings grew in atten¬ 
dance, but Tombstone noticed people get¬ 
ting restless after months of relative peace. 
“Getting along was getting boring, so I 
could see it was going to regress back to 
fighting and killing each other again,” he 
says. “There was still something missing.” 

At the time, two motorcyclists’-rights 
groups existed in California: MMA (Modi- 



















fied Motorcycle Association) and ABATE 
(A Brotherhood Against Totalitarian 
Enactments), mainstream organiza¬ 
tions focused on lobbying politicians and 
researching legal defenses against govern¬ 
ment overreach. While appreciating their 
efforts, Tombstone saw an opportunity to 
bring everyone together. “I thought, ‘We 
need this information, but most of these 
people are afraid of us/” he recalls. “I knew 
we had to work together on it, and eventu¬ 
ally, they agreed to come to our meeting 
and talk about bikers’-rights issues.” 

The meetings finally had a purpose. 

The SCCOC was created within the next 
few years; OC’s biker wars leveled off. 

But the authorities still targeted them. In 
1994, more than 200 local, county, state 
and federal officers staged a predawn raid 
targeting the Hessians after a yearlong, 
undercover investigation; Tombstone was 
charged with unlawful possession of a 
firearm. He left the Hessians shortly after 
to raise a family. 

But the SCCOC continued, undeterred. 
When Tombstone came out of retirement 
to join the Vagos, the Confederation wel¬ 
comed him back to his chair. Even among 
rival clubs and those who don’t see eye- 
to-eye with Tombstone, everyone knows 
how well he can lead. 

“Tombstone’s a great friend of mine and 
a very good leader for the SCCOC,” says 
board member Rick Robison. 

“He’s followed [his vision] through to 
see it to fruition. Clubs are getting along 
and supporting one another better than 
they ever have before,” says Spike, who is 
SCCOC’s vice-chairman and its rep at the 
National Coalition of Motorcyclists meet¬ 
ings. Though the Oxford graduate moved 
to Orange County when he was 25, he 
still has a trace of a British accent. “Law 
enforcement and the media are still using 
statistics and information from back in the 
’60s and ’70s. Yeah, a couple of bad things 
may have happened back then, but the way 
they see it is if you suck one cock, you’re a 
cocksucker for the rest of your life.” 

Spike has been around nearly as long 
as Tombstone, and he’s usually the first 
person to greet folks at SCCOC events. 

He’s respected as much for his intelligence 
and wit as his time spent in clubs. While 
his mates work office jobs or in fields such 
as construction and auto repair, Spike 
collaborates on high-tech startup ideas 
and inventions that he sees changing the 
world, including a tiny battery that he 
claims will revolutionize energy storage. 
“We’re just like you and everyone else,” 
Spike says. “People don’t realize we’re all 
the same under the colors and the patches. 
We just want to have our rights like any 
other group of people. Black people have 
the NAACP, gay people have everyone 
fighting for their rights, Muslims have peo¬ 
ple defending them, but we have nothing.” 

“I was in the Vagos for over 18 years,” 
chimes in Sarge, SCCOC secretary and 
an official in several national societies 
benefitting motorcyclists. “Not once was 
I asked or told to do anything illegal. Do 
some people in motorcycle clubs do some¬ 
thing bad? Yeah, but you got people who 
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do something bad in the Elks, the [Frater¬ 
nal Order of] Eagles, the [Loyal Order of] 
Moose, the Catholic Church, probation 
officers, police. We’re no different. 

“Because we wear patches on our 
backs, they look at us as one-percenters 
or a criminal element,” he continues. “If 
you go back and do some research on the 
[Los Angeles County] sheriff’s depart¬ 
ment, there was a group that actually had 
matching tattoos on their arms and were 
beating inmates up and having fights at 
parties. If we do that, we’re a gang. But if 
they do that, they’re law enforcement.” 


A s the sun sets over the hills 

north of Los Angeles, about 100 
men in leather or denim cuts 
mull around a VFW parking lot. 
Bikes are parked four rows deep on the 
other side of the dirt lot; significant others 
(some with “PROPERTY” patches across 
their backs) and families are scattered 
throughout the horde of guys. Dozens 
of young bikers introduce themselves to 
members of other clubs, while their older 
brethren reconnect with pals they haven’t 
seen in years. 

Everyone gets checked for weapons on 
their way in, just in case someone didn’t 
read the flier that screamed, “NO WEAP¬ 
ONS OR ATTITUDES.” It’s party time: 
a benefit for the Save the Patch fund for 
one of the local clubs that has had a run-in 
with the law. Everyone shows their sup¬ 
port by paying $20 ($25 if you’re with a 
guest) for a Mexican dinner politely put 
together by burly men. “Is three taquitos 
good?” asks a 6-foot-tall biker with a red¬ 
dish goatee at the buffet line, who’s fol¬ 
lowed by a slightly larger man who offers 
sour cream and cheese. 

“Most everybody here just likes to ride 
motorcycles and belong to a brother¬ 
hood of like-minded people,“ says Zap of 
the Devils Diciples. A DJ spins Cream’s

“White Room” in the background. “A lot 
of people have watched too many 1970s 
B-movies about motorcycles—that’s 
where a lot of the misconceptions come 
from. If you go around an event like this, 
most everybody here gets up and goes to 
work every single day, just like everybody 
else does. We just really like to ride motor¬ 
cycles. It’s what we live and breathe.” 

Zap goes on to explain that Save the 
Patch fundraisers are necessary to fend 
off the federates, who’ll use everything 
from trademark law to physically remov¬ 
ing patches during raids; they steal the 
patches and names from MCs on the basis 
of “just because somebody did something 
wrong, everyone’s guilty by association.” 
The Devils Diciples themselves are fight¬ 
ing off such a move, while also battling 
a court case for a variety of offenses that 
range from racketeering to drug traffick¬ 
ing. (The ATF did not respond for a com¬ 
ment by press time.) 

As with any other organization, the 
SCCOC requires fees to join, with money 
going to help causes such as legal costs 
for member clubs and aid for families 
who lost someone. Clubs can lose their 
membership because of nonpayment, 
disrespecting the main goal of unity or 
poor attendance, among other reasons. 

All of Southern California’s largest clubs 
are members, and the Confederation rep¬ 
resents nearly every imaginable type of 
grouping, from firemen and ironworkers 
to LGBT and most minority groups. None 
is turned away as long as it follows the 
rules—except law-enforcement-themed 
MCs, of course. 

One of Robison’s responsibilities with 
the Confederation is to lead the prayer 
that kicks off the beginning of town hall 


meetings—which makes sense, since the 
Garden Grove resident is an officer with 
Soldiers for Jesus MC. “We’re a Christian 
club, so we abide by the same rules and 
protocol as any other club,” says Robison, 
who acts as a liaison between the SCCOC 
and the outside world. “The only thing 
is we keep the Christian part. We don’t 
drink; we don’t cuss. Not that we think 
we’re better than anyone else, but being in 
a Christian club is just a little bit different 
because you’re adhering more to God’s 
law than man’s law.” 

Robison, whose neatly trimmed silvery 
hair and goatee and easily covered tat¬ 
toos prevent him from looking too much 
like a stereotypical biker, explains that 
several of the club’s members used to 
struggle with substance abuse and other 
problems, so they’ll head out of an event 
if it starts to get too crazy But don’t think 
Soldiers for Jesus are somehow a lesser 
club. “We’re just like any other of the 
three-piece clubs,” he says, referring to 
an MC’s traditional cut that features the 
club’s name on top, logo in the middle 
and territory at the bottom. “And that’s 
how we get the respect. We have that 
three-piece patch with an MC nugget. 
We’re just like the red-and-white [Hells 
Angels] or the black-and-white [Mon¬ 
gols]. We abide by the same laws, but we 
have a line in the sand.” 

He knows all about the respectability 
politics the SCCOC is trying to push. The 
cut of Soldiers for Jesus has the Messiah’s 
name stitched in black and yellow across 
the back, and Robison claims cops have 
let him off with a warning, while someone 
wearing a different club’s cut might have 
gotten detained. 

“Being in a club, it’s like you have a big 
target on your back,” he says. “No matter 
where you go, the cops are checking you 
out. Some clubs, they might check you out 
more than other clubs, but where I live, 
the cops still watch me. I had a parolee 
looking to stay at my house, and when the 
cops came in to check everything out, they 
said, ‘Oh, we know about you already.’ I 
don’t cause trouble; I’ve been clean and 
sober for 20-plus years. But profiling is a 
really big deal right now.” 




















































T he SCCOC holds about a dozen 
town halls every year and just 
as many board meetings, each 
held at a different, secret loca¬ 
tion in OC in an effort to avoid unwanted 
attention. The Confederation hosts only 
a couple of official fundraisers each year 
(the next one is in January), but board 
members encourage everyone to attend 
the various events that other clubs hold 
on an almost weekly basis, from toy drives 
to cookouts to rides. 

At tonight's town hall meeting, Nancy 
“BUZZZ” Nemecek of San Diego’s Grave¬ 
yard Gamblers MC, Julie “Leggs” VanT- 
rieste of Mended Sisters MC (a clean and 
sober club) and Devil Dolls MC’s Golddie 
represent the SCCOC’s all-female clubs. 

“The women’s clubs all get along really 
well, and there’s the same diversity among 
us as there is with the men,” Nemecek 
says. “There are still some men who you 
could class as chauvinistic, but it’s a pretty 
rare occasion that it’ll ever play out. It’s 
played out before and been taken care of by 
the individual’s club without our asking.” 

Tombstone and Sarge walk the VFW 
interior and parking lot to call everyone 
into the conference to start. The room 
quickly fills up. The Pledge of Allegiance 
is recited; Robison leads a prayer. A 
moment of silence follows for victims of 
the Nov. 13 Paris terror attack. Finally, roll 
call. While Spike reads off club names as 
though a high school teacher taking atten¬ 
dance, another board member, Lizard, 
calls out those who haven’t paid dues yet. 


The SCCOC’s ABATE representative, 
Gill Mellen, updates everyone on the lane¬ 
sharing and anti-profiling laws currently 
being discussed in California legislative 
meetings before Sarge takes over. 

“There’s a white Toyota and two bikes 
parked behind it that are blocking a lane right 
now,” he yells from the lifted stage, where 
he sits with Spike, Lizard and the Confed¬ 
eration’s attorney, Richard Lester. “If any of 
those are yours, we need you to move it.” 

Lester follows with some legal victories 
bikers have seen across the country. Then, 
since it’s still on everyone’s mind, he gives a 
brief update on Waco before giving way to 
Sarge so he can catch up on official business. 
“For any of you who didn’t go to the Save the 
Patch fundraising event this weekend, or for 
you newer clubs, you can contribute by vol¬ 
unteering your time for January’s big party.” 

That reminds Tombstone of how few 
people attended the taquito-slinging 
fundraiser the weekend before. “We 
had a piss-poor turnout at the event on 
Saturday—embarrassing,” Tombstone 
scolds as he takes the podium. “If you 
didn’t go, I hope you had a good reason. 
These fundraising events, they’re not 
just for that club’s patch; they’re for all 
our patches and all our freedom.” 

Seeing as it’s almost Thanksgiving, 
Tombstone announces that he has some 
gifts for them. “What’s more important 
than our motorcycles?” he asks. 

“Our women?” one biker suggests. 

“Our families?” 

“Our freedom?” 


“What’s just as 
important as our 
freedom?” Tomb¬ 
stone states in the 
same stern tone. 

Crickets. 

“Our lives and 
our health,” Tomb¬ 
stone answers. “So 
tonight, I’m giving 
you a gift that may 
save your life.” 

A member of the 
Vagos who owns 
a medical-supply 
company stands in 
front of the room. 

For the next 25 
minutes, he and 
an industry friend 
go over various 
motorcycle-related 
medical situa¬ 
tions. Knowledge 
such as “Never remove someone’s helmet 
after a crash,” “You will probably know 
what happened better than they did” and 
“Never suck the poison out of a snake 
bite” are shared. 

Following the presentation, new clubs 
display their patches to guarantee they’re 
not stepping on anyone else’s boots—the 
first step of joining the Confederation. 
Another club is up for a membership vote, 
but that gets postponed because its mem¬ 
bers didn’t attend enough events leading 
up to the meeting, so Sarge urges the 


group to be more involved. 

About two hours later, Tombstone 
closes the meeting with another gift: no 
December meeting. “Be safe,” he says. 

No fights, no drama, no beef: just 
Southern California’s motorcycle clubs 
looking to be loved. 

“It’s all about respect,” Tombstone says 
as everyone streams out, throttling their 
hogs as they go. “If you respect each other 
and you communicate, we can have unity 
moving forward.”

Two-year-old Spencer’s Bistro produces gourmet food for cheap in an unlikely place

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pencer’s Bistro is not in a loca¬ 
tion where you'd expect to find 
anything featuring the word 
bistro. It’s behind a Del Taco in a 
gritty treeless parking lot, next to a lawn- 
mower repair shop and a liquor store in a 
dilapidated strip mall that looks as if it has 
been around since Elvis topped the charts. 

When it gets dark here, you don’t linger 
outside; you make a beeline to your car, 
lock the doors, and go somewhere more 
well lit and less post-apocalyptic. Yet 
on the menu you see confit and veloute, 
fresh-made pastas and creamy risottos, 
crudo and ragout. If all of this fancy food 
seems out-of-sorts for the surroundings, 
you realize it isn’t when you look at the 
prices. Most of the dishes tick around the 
$11 mark. And since you order and pay at 
the counter, and since there’s a plastic bin 
into which you’re expected to bus your 
own table, tipping isn’t compulsory. 

That’s when it all makes sense. If Spen¬ 
cer’s Bistro weren’t in this literally low- 
rent building, it might not be able to charge 
what it does. And because everything else 
that usually hikes up restaurant prices has 
been stripped away—hostesses, servers, 
ambiance—what’s left are the essentials: a 
place to sit, utensils you pluck from a com¬ 
munal bin and a pair of whirring A/C wall 
units for when the weather gets hot. 

This is not to say there’s no music or 
atmosphere. Most nights, you hear hair- 
band rock ballads blasting from an unseen 
stereo in the open kitchen. And the 
kitchen—a flurry of blazing pans and gur¬ 
gling fryers—is where chef/owner Spen¬ 


cer Kim chooses to focus all of his energy 
and efforts. He is the kind of chef who 
seems to insist on making everything from 
scratch, even when he doesn’t have to. 

For his rendition of the now-ubiquitous 
poutine, Kim makes his own cheese curds 
to melt over a mound of fries topped with 
chicken confit and pan sauce. He also 
makes the pepperoncinis he piles on the 
side of the plate. Why bother with the 
latter? Because he can—and you actually 
need it to cut through the richness. 

Kim doesn’t stop there. He makes the 
graham crackers and the marshmallows 
for his S’mores dessert, as well as the 
hot sauce he dollops onto a plate of what 
might have been just standard fried cala- 
mari. Instead, Kim’s piquant chile paste 
makes the usual throwaway appetizer 
a must. And it isn’t just because the hot 
sauce is so good it rivals Huy Fong’s; Kim 
also tosses the rings of battered squid 
with scallions and thin slices of house- 
made pickled jalapenos, setting it all atop 
a swirled base of garlic toum. And when 
it’s served, this $5 dish is plated neatly 
and deliberately as though it costs at least 
three times as much. 

You’re right to suspect that Kim came from 
a fine-dining background. He credits his stint 
at Roy’s in Newport Beach for teaching him 
the trade. And there are hints of Yamaguchi’s 
influence in the way he sneaks Asian ingre¬ 
dients where you least expect them. Kim 
sauces his braised beef cheeks—a meltingly 
tender hunk covered in its own caramel-like 
demi-glace—with Thai green curry. And 
when the two sauces combine as you fork up 


the mashed potatoes and sauteed broccoli, 
you couldn’t imagine the dish without them 
both. In fact, everything Kim puts on the 
plate needs to be there, even the tomato-and- 
onion salad he places on top of the meat as 
though it were Peruvian salsa criolla. 

Elsewhere, Kim’s Asian touch is subtle. 
Kim adds miso to a risotto he uses as a 
base starch for a garlic-and-herb-crusted 
filet of white fish, but it’s imperceptible. 
On a salmon crudo salad, he includes just 
enough Korean chile vinaigrette to make 
it interesting. But if you’re going to have 
salad, the best is the Milanesa, which 
is a salad in name only. A huge plank of 
a perfectly fried, breaded, dark-meat 
chicken cutlet occupies most of the plate. 
There may be enough greens dressed with 
Parmesan and chimichurri in the dead 
middle it can’t be called garnish, but you 
get the sense the salad is there in service 
of the chicken, not the other way around. 

For a strawberry-shortcake dessert, 

Kim bakes from scratch what he calls a 
“shortbread” biscuit. He then piles on the 
strawberries and Chantilly cream until the 
dish wobbles under its own weight, sur¬ 
rounding it with a thin strawberry sauce 
that’s also probably house-made. In fact, 
it’s safe to assume that if it’s edible, Kim 
makes it here, in his gourmet kitchen next 
to a lawnmower repair shop.

F ew restaurant spots have under¬ 
achieved more than the building on 
the southeast corner of Main Street and 
St. Andrew Place in Santa Ana. I mean, 
this is SanTana, for chrissakes: Every 
goddamn Mexican restaurant in the city 
should be paragons of sabroso. But over 
the past decade, the low-slung spot has 
hosted a parade of crappy taquerfas. 
Each one would slouch along for a 
couple of years, never get any traction, 
then close. 

May the same fate not befall La 
Reyna, the latest eatery to occupy the 
place. It has an uphill battle, and not 
just because of its location. Its taking a 
risk by focusing on Yucateco food, one 
of Mexico's more underappreciated 
regional cuisines but a foodways that 
has little representation in SanTana, let 
alone OC. To hedge its bets, La Reyna 
offers combo plates, burritos, tacos, 
quesadillas and even sopes to entice the 
pochosand paisas that'll make up the 
core clientele. As we enter winter, with 
El Nino looming on the horizon, I can see 
people easily ignoring La Reyna because 
of its outdoors-only seating. 

But wear a pinche coat and carry an 
umbrella, for here is amazing, rare food. 
The panuchos, the Yucatan's fried ver¬ 
sion of a sope, are crunchy perfection. 
That's the only real Yucateco dish on the 
menu, but saving the day is the focus on 
pork: prepared as poc chuc (marinated 
in citrus and cooked on a grill; it's juicy, 
smokey and perfect) or cochinita pibil, 
the legendary roasted take on pig that 
makes carnitas seem as lean as water 
and will leave any mouths that eat it with 
an orange, oily, delicious tint. There's 
even turkey—not the Thanksgiving shit 
you just threw away, but prepared in a 
way that'll make it a year-round must for 
anyone willing to try it. 

La Reyna has only been open for a 
couple of weeks—indeed, the marquee 
of the last business is still in the back, 
waiting for a dumpster. Expect other 
Yucateco specialties to make it onto the 
menu, especially as word of its excel¬ 
lence spreads. Do your mitzvah, gentle 
cabrones, and let's help La Reyna break 
its location's curse!

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All Greek to Lee

For Chi-Raq, his best in years, Spike looks to the ancients

O h, Zeus, hear my lament 

that I was not present when 
Spike Lee imagined updat¬ 
ing Lysistrata to present-day 
Chicago. I bet he burst himself cackling. 
Aristophanes' 411 B.C. comedy, written 
during the three-decade Peloponnesian 
War, concocts a crazy scheme: Women 
refuse sex until their blue-balled men give 
in and declare a truce. With Lee’s Chi- 
Raq, Lysistrata’s vow never to “extend my 
Persian slippers toward the ceiling”—or, 
in Lee’s modern slang, “total abstinence 
from knocking the boots”—melds per¬ 
fectly with the present. Teyonah Parris’ 
headstrong and radiant Lysistrata struts 
through the streets in camouflage hot 
pants, all ripe cleavage and chains. 

Lee’s updated heroine has “a mind like 
Einstein and a truly luscious behind,” 
drools narrator Dolmedes (Samuel L. 
Jackson), which is a snortingly perfect 
name for a character who’s half Greek cho¬ 
rus, half Rudy Ray Moore. More perilously, 
she’s the girlfriend of Spartan gang leader 
Chi-Raq (Nick Cannon), who’s entrenched 
in an endless shootout with the rival Tro¬ 
jans, headed by one-eyed thug Cyclops 
(Wesley Snipes in a bedazzled eyepatch, 
a welcome sight). The wise woman next 
door (Angela Bassett) schools the girl that 
young life shouldn’t be so intertwined with 
death. Until then, Lysistrata had simply 


accepted violence as fact. Now she’ll end it 
with a rebellion. “No peace, no pussy,” she 
and her ladies growl, and the entire city 
flips out. Yelps strip-club owner Morris 
(Dave Chappelle), whose stages are empty 
and customers disgruntled, “These hos 
have shut down the penis power grid!” 

Chi-Raq is a marvel. It’s Lee resurrect¬ 
ing his voice—angry, impassioned, funny 
as hell—right when we need to hear it. 

He opens the film with a rap that reads 
like an incantation to the gods. “Please 
pray 4 my city,” pleads Cannon, and then 
the screen fills with statistics: In the past 
15 years, 2,379 Americans have died in 
Iraq. In that same period, 7,356—three 
times more—have died in Chicago alone. 
(Perhaps instead of “Chi-Raq,” aweary 
diss even to the characters in the film, the 
fairer insult is to call Iraq “Ira-Go.”) 

Lee is furious at a system that bolsters 
senseless violence. More specifically, he’s 
after the swinging dicks who support it, be 
they passive villains, such as the bankers 
who keep the inner cities broke by refusing 
to loan money to poor would-be entre¬ 
preneurs, or the blind-eyed bullies of the 
NRA. Everyone is guilty, from the stand- 
your-ground goons on the street and the 
brutes bloodying the police force’s image to 
foot soldiers such as Chi-Raq and Cyclops. 
“We’re doing their work for them,” laments 
one wounded gang member, now wearing 


diapers in a wheelchair. (The movie is full 
of crippled men, their bullet scars a kind of 
living testimony.) Scenes are punctuated by 
shootings. Even Lysistrata isn’t innocent. 
We first see her on the floor at a Spartans 
concert, leading the crowd in a practiced, 
warlike dance as though it’s an ROTC drill. 

It’s astonishing how well this works. 
Who would have guessed that a 
2,500-year-old sex comedy would feel 
like the freshest film of 2015? Or that Lee 
and co-writer Kevin Willmott could pull 
off an entire script in rhyme while wedg¬ 
ing in Mad magazine gags such as a racist 
general who humps a cannon in Confed¬ 
erate-flag underwear—an idea that sounds 
musty but had the entire theater howling? 
Aristophanes would be having a blast. 
Both he and Lee loved to pick fights with 
their contemporaries, be they Euripides 
or Tyler Perry, and they loved to name 
names. The original Lysistrata called out 
a dozen warmongering local politicians, 
and Lee takes license to do the same. He 
packs the script with references to Dylann 
Storm Roof and Condoleezza Rice. But 
more than that, he’s focused on chanting 
the names that hurt, almost as though 
they give his movie strength: Sandy Hook, 
Eric Garner, Ferguson, Tamir Rice. 

Chi-Raq has some delightfully outra¬ 
geous moments: an erotic dance number 
set to the Chi-Lites, a televised mano-a- 


gonadas duel on an enticing brass bed, 
Cannon’s pledge to get “Freaky deaky all 
up in dat butt; come on, girl, let’s bust dat 
nut.” Eyebrow-raisingly, the old play is 
even bawdier. Aristophanes had the balls 
to end one scene with the women fright¬ 
ening four men into “defecating in terror.” 
And at his climax, an entire male chorus 
brandishes prop erections. 

Forgive Chi-Raq its tonal shifts between 
comedy and tragedy, which can feel like 
a ride in a parabolic rocket. One minute, 
you’re giggling at Dolmedes’ boast that 
he was “weaned on Thunderbird from 
my mama’s titty.” Then John Cusack, a 
Chicago boy himself, gives a sermon at a 
child’s funeral that is Lee’s blaring call to 
arms. “We go from third-rate schools to 
first-class, high-tech prisons,” Cusack’s 
pastor screams, his voice close to break¬ 
ing. Outside the church, the dead girl’s 
mother (Jennifer Hudson) is the only 
character who doesn’t speak in couplets— 
her plain anguish cuts through the chatter. 

As in Do the Right Thing, Lee embraces 
everyone in his neighborhood. He even 
loves Chi-Raq, at least enough to let us 
inside the mind of a murderer to meet 
the scared kid who grew up paranoid 
about his reputation. Twice, Lee cuts 
between Chi-Raq and his Cyclops as they 
squabble with their girlfriends and rally 
their troops. The joke is that these deadly 
enemies are, in fact, nearly the same. If 
they can’t empathize with one another, 
they definitely can’t empathize with the 
women, whom the men see as unhinged, 
easily conquered crybabies. We know bet¬ 
ter. After all, throughout history, women 
have also been forged through battle. Even 
in cultures in which they haven’t gone to 
war themselves, they have to be strong 
enough to love warriors, live without 
them when their men are at the front or in 
jail, and bear the next generation of guer¬ 
rillas and victims—and live without them, 
too, when those children are killed. 

Women can do anything. Just look to 
Leymah Gbowee, a real-life Lysistrata, 
whose 2003 sex strike helped end the Libe¬ 
rian Civil War, install a female president and 
win her a Nobel Peace Prize. Or the topless 
activists of Femen combating sex slavery in 
the Ukraine. Or Pussy Riot in Russia or the 
Slut Walks here at home, all of which use the 
power of the female body to demand change. 
Or Chicago’s own April Lawson, who was so 
infuriated by the execution of a 9-year-old 
boy this November that she’s launched her 
own sex strike. So far, 86 women have joined. 
What if Lee’s wild imagination wasn’t so 
imaginary? What then?

A ROYAL NIGHT OUT Somewhere 
between The King's Speech anti Baby's 
Day Out lies Julian Jarrold's A Royal 
Night Out, a featherweight flight of 
historical fancy that follows a young 
Queen Elizabeth (Sarah Gadon) and an 
even younger Princess Margaret (Bel 
Powley) as they join the festivities on 
V-E Day. Jarrold is best known for the 
feel-good Anglophile fantasies Kinky 
Boots and Becoming Jane, and A Royal 
Night Out \s a genteel, succinct venture 
in the same vein. With little context for 
the princesses' lives during the war (or 
those of the countrymen who dance and 
drink beside them), the film relies heavily 
on the coltish charms of its young leads, 
and Powley's effervescent, well-timed 
performance as the younger princess 
(she calls herself "P2") is skillful enough 
to bring out the screwball latencies in an 
otherwise bland screenplay. Alas, there's 
no John Hughes around to lovingly shape 
the teenagers' escapades; this romantic 
caper's only antagonists are the girls' 
stiff, mustachioed escorts, and the script 
cheekily subjects the younger princess 
to some rather unfair creative liberties, at 
one point having her pass out drunkenly 
in a wheelbarrow. Minor indignities aside, 
the film is mostly distant with politesse. 
Gadon is a delicate and dignified future 
monarch, while Emily Watson and Rupert 
Everett do their best in the tiny roles of 
Queen Elizabeth and King George VI— 
Everett soldiers on in makeup that makes 
him look like Ted Cruz. All together, the 
pack of them feel a mite too sincere and 
dewy-eyed to have just come through 
a war. (PG-13) Abby Garnett. Countywide.

CREED Ryan Coogler's Creed wants all of 
the Rocky drama but invests in none of 
the smarts. It's set in Philadelphia, the 
Mount Olympus of movie boxing, where 


Adonis "Hollywood" Johnson, illegiti¬ 
mate son of Apollo Creed, pilgrimages 
to learn footwork from that legendary 
oracle, Rocky Balboa, played as ever 
by Sylvester Stallone. Now, supposedly, 
he's here to pass the gloves to rising 
talent Michael B. Jordan and become 
his Burgess Meredith-like mentor. But 
after seven rounds as the Italian Stallion, 
Stallone can't let go of the spotlight- 
even though he barely has a handle on 
his own character. His Balboa has been 
Xeroxed too many times; he's all blurry 
around the edges. When Adonis uploads 
his jumprope routine to the cloud, Rocky 
is mystified. "What cloud?" he grunts, 
looking at the sky, a joke that could pop 
up in any movie about any retiree. The 
movie around him is just as vague. After 
his fifteenth win at a slum club in Tijuana, 
Adonis quits a vague white-collar job 
(insurance? banking? law?) to go pro. 
Why? He's rich, not desperate or dumb. 
Adonis can't answer that question, and 
neither can the film, which vacillates 
between believing he needs to prove 
himself as an individual and framing box¬ 
ing as an inheritable disease. Even the 
bouts themselves are easily distracted. 
Coogler likes to use swirling single 
takes, which feel visceral and frighten¬ 
ing—Creed's battle against Leo "The 
Lion" Sporino (Gabe Rosado) is a literal 
knockout—but missteps by keeping the 
camera so close we often can't even see 
the fighters' fists. He'd rather pan over to 
look at blood-spatters, ice buckets, bikini 
girls, anywhere but the ring. (PG-13)

THE GOOD DINOSAUR The Good 
Dinosaur is another episodic growing- 
up adventure story, here copy-pasted 
over with the one kid obsession yet 
to be given Pixar's feature-film treat¬ 
ment. Still, the vistas are gorgeous, 
and the setup is clever—and certain to 
upset creationist types. Underpinning 
the usual hero's-journey jazz is an alt- 
history what-if. Sixty-five million years 
ago, we're told, the asteroid that killed 
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the dinosaurs got knocked slightly off 
course, whizzing close enough to Earth 
that it briefly dazzles some munching 
diplodocuses. The story kicks in mil¬ 
lions of years later, The Land After The 
Land Before Time. Dinos have thrived: 
They've developed agriculture, lan¬ 
guage, home-building, chicken-rearing, 
and the techniques of lesson-oriented 
parenting. Apatosaurus runt Arlo is 
born with two siblings to kindly farmer 
parents—Mom and Dad till their corn¬ 
fields by nosing their sauropod faces 
into the dirt and nudging forward. How 
these hand- and finger-free lizards 
erect a stone silo is a mystery that 
the momentum-minded Pixar can't be 
bothered with—instead, it's in a rush to 
subordinate this science fiction Earth to 
a standard-issue Disney plot in which 
a young'un gets separated from family 
and then comes of age by almost dying 
lots of times. Soon, young Arlo faces 
tragedy and is lost in the wild, eager to 
get back home to his mother—and to 
prove himself mighty and courageous 
like his father. You'll probably cry a little, 
but you might nod off, too. One curiosity: 
This movie has a sharper, crazier psilo¬ 
cybin freak-out than the 'shroom-fueled 
The Night Before. When this comes 
on at your family Thanksgiving next 
year, keep an eye peeled. (PG) Alan 
Scherstuhl.

Mockingjay - Part 2, the best in the 
series, Jennifer Lawrence closes out 
the franchise that made her the big¬ 
gest star of her generation. Since The 
Hunger Games started in 2012, she's 
starred in four of them and only six of 
everything else. Luckily, those other 
films took her to the Academy Awards 
twice, which makes the 25-year-old the 
face of Hollywood's two career tracks: 
blockbuster royalty and the prestige 
nominee. But with the franchise's pow¬ 
erful climax, Lawrence has managed to 
align her parallel Hollywood lives and 
reinvent the prestigious popcorn flick, 
a crowd-pleaser with intelligent class. 
The series is no longer primarily inter¬ 
ested in just one girl's survival—and, 
thankfully, it's barely engaged with the 
love triangle that author Suzanne Collins 
had to flog to keep fans interested until 
she reached her real goal: Mockingjay" s 
large, cynical questions about sacrifice 
and success. (Which, in book form, were 
almost too dense—the filmmakers were 
right to divide the last volume in two.) 

In the first Hunger Games film, we were 
simply meant to care whether Katniss 
Everdeen won. Three movies later, 
as Katniss helps Alma Coin (Julianne 
Moore) defeat the Capitol and destroy 
President Snow (Donald Sutherland), 
the series has become about how hor¬ 
rible it can be to win. It sticks us in that 
brutal stretch of a war where everyone 
knows the imminent outcome, but half 
will have to die to accomplish it. In vic¬ 
tory, Katniss' friends aren't much better 
than her foes. In her name, rebels cheer 
the Snow-allied District 2's civilian dead 
just as TV audiences once cheered 
the Hunger Games arena. "Sometimes 
killing isn't personal," advises heart- 
throb Gale (Liam Hemsworth). Katniss is 
aghast. Isn't that even worse? (PG-13) 
Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

LOVE THE COOPERS What a difference 
a comma makes—or would make, in the 


case of Jessie Nelson's lumpy, wretch¬ 
edly unfunny Love the Coopers, whose 
title commands us to love people it's 
impossible even to like. Diane Keaton 
and John Goodman head up a fam¬ 
ily that's supposed to be delightfully 
dysfunctional but is really just a clutch 
of ill-conceived characters forced into 
sub-sitcom situations: Son Ed Helms 
is a deflated, divorced dad who's been 
hiding his joblessness from his family 
for months; daughter Olivia Wilde feels 
misunderstood by her parents and acts 
out like an unbearable two-year-old. To 
make things extra-complicated, Mom 
and Dad are planning to separate just 
after the Christmas holiday—they can't 
take it anymore, and by the end of Love 
the Coopers, neither can we. There are 
one or two places where the picture 
almost ignites: Alan Arkin plays the 
family's gruff-love granddad, who has 
befriended a diner waitress (Amanda 
Seyfried)—at one point he tells her that 
he feels closer to her than to anyone 
else, and their tender kinship is the 
most believable element of the movie. 
Otherwise, if you've been wishing 
and hoping for a movie in which June 
Squibb—here playing a dementia-rid¬ 
dled relative named Aunt Fishy—shows 
her underpants yet again, you'll love 
Love the Coopers. For the rest of us, 
to know them is to hate them. (PG-13) 
Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 

THE NIGHT BEFORE Credit hit-and-miss 
holiday comedy The Night Before for the 
courage of its dick-pic convictions. The 
first couple hit the screen as the usual 
wan transgression, like the filmmakers 
believe there's still Margaret Dumonts 
around to gasp. But for once the movie 
camera doesn't shy away from what 
our real-life cameras see so often. Seth 
Rogen doesn't either. The Night Before 
stars the game-for-anything near-adult 
Rogen of Neighbors, who was up for 
jolly stream-crossing watersports with 
Zac Efron, and not the shrill, sour oaf 
behind The Interview. His schmo here 
is flattered and impressed when, trip¬ 
ping on mushrooms, he gets texted a 
surprise junk shot. After a couple of 
admiring responses, and a couple more 
dicks, Rogen (let's not bother pretend¬ 
ing his characters' names matter) gets 
asked if he'd like to handle it. Rather 
than blanch, he beams. That's a sort of 
one-act illustration of the tension in all 
Rogen's comedies: If his characters so 
relish the company of men, why not go 
whole hog? But it's not exactly funny. 

In fact, it was only The Night Before's 
fifth or sixth dick that got me laugh¬ 
ing, the one where it's a scene's giddy 
capper, played like yet another gotcha 
celebrity cameo. That run of jokes is 
The Night Before in essence. Here's a 
cohort of likable guys—Anthony Mackie 
and Joseph Gordon-Levitt—doing the 
things you expect in Rogen films: hang¬ 
ing, laughing, toking, rapping old songs, 
learning life lessons already learned in 
other Rogen films. At first the laughs 
are Hangover ///-spare and the picture 
is too shambling to lunge for them. But 
these leftovers warm up eventually, 
with the usual setups at last develop¬ 
ing some winning variations. (R) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

THE PEANUTS MOVIE Yes, it's 
3-D computer animation, and yes, it 
shows us more of the face of Charlie 
Brown's Little Red-Haired Girl than 
you ever thought you would see. But 


the news, for the most part, is good: 

The Peanuts Movie is much closer in 
spirit to Charles Schulz's half-century 
comic-strip masterpiece than, say, 
new episodes of The Simpsons are 
to the spirit of Matt Groening. The 
story—concocted by Craig and Bryan 
Schulz, sons of Charles, and Cornelius 
Uliano—is low-key Schulz stuff involv¬ 
ing crushes, ice-skating, book reports, 
a school dance, and all the anxiety 
such everyday life stirs in our hero. 

Lucy rhapsodizes about the nickels 
she earns for her psychiatric advice, 
the hero mopes that nobody likes him, 
and the film has more moments of 
stillness and sadness than you would 
ever expect from a studio kids picture. 
There's too much WWI dogfighting, but 
that's the same as it ever was. What's 
surprising—even wondrous—is how 
often Schulz's precisely crooked line 
work informs the big-budget gloss. 

It's there in the tufts of dust kicked up 
by Pig-Pen and the lumpish globs of 
snowflakes. But most importantly it's 
in the faces, in the mouths and eyes 
and Schulzian worry lines, all sketched 
in with the raw expressiveness of pen 
on paper. Congratulations to director 
Steve Martino and his team: When's the 
last time a computer-animated feature 
showcased the power of cartooning ? 

As for the story, the process of adapting 
Peanuts has been that of softening it. 
Charlie Brown onscreen always gets 
a happy ending, and that's no more a 
betrayal of the strip's honesty here than 
it was in A Charlie Brown Christmas. (G) 
Alan Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

THE 33 How do you dramatize the 
unthinkable? On August 5, 2010, 33 
Chilean miners were trapped when the 
100-year-old gold and copper mine in 
which they were working collapsed 
around them. For weeks, no one knew 
if they were alive or dead. But 69 days 
later, after a team of international drill¬ 
ing experts had worked around the 
clock, every one was brought safely to 
the surface. The 33, directed by Patricia 
Riggen, makes a valiant effort to tell 
this harrowing story onscreen, and 
there are moments when every shifting 
plate clicks right into place. In the end, 
though, the picture stumbles, and it 
may not completely be the fault of the 
filmmakers. Unless you drastically alter 
the details of real life, they don't always 
translate meaningfully to the screen. 

But at the very least, The 33 errs on the 
side of honorability in telling the men's 
stories. Riggen takes great care in set¬ 
ting the scene, underscoring just how 
much these dirty, dangerous jobs mean 
to these men, among them Dario (Juan 
Pablo Raba), an alcoholic who has 
become estranged from his only fam¬ 
ily member, his sister, Maria (Juliette 
Binoche, in a stock earth-mother role), 
and Edison (Jacob Vargas), a jovial Elvis 
impersonator. The picture was filmed 
in the Atacama Desert, just kilometers 
away from the actual mine; cinema¬ 
tographer Checco Varese captures the 
rugged, dispiriting beauty of the place, 
all golden and dry, like a forgotten 
planet. The action toggles between the 
story of the trapped men below and 
the families and rescuers waiting and 
working above; ironically, one of the 
chief problems with The 33 is that when 
we're above ground, we long to be 
below, with the men. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

Green men kidnap the fat man at the Maverick Theater

M aybe it 
was the 
terrible 
disap¬ 
pointment every Dec. 

25, when there were 
no presents under the 
wilted fern masquer¬ 
ading as a Christmas 
tree, since pa had once 
again blown the welfare 
check on hookers and 
Old Milwaukee. Or the 
third-grade Christmas 
play, when he muffed his 
only line as a shepherd. 

Or the countless beatings 
and burnings that always 
seemed to escalate 
around the holidays. 

But someone around 
here really hated the 
movie Santa Claus Con¬ 
quers the Martians. Even 
as a young, bitter man, 
he caught how awful 
it was, and as he grew 
into an old, bitter man, 
he thought its status as some kind of it’s- 
so-bad-it’s-good cult film was a terrible 
reminder of the innate ability of humans to 
willfully apply shine to shit 

So, some 10 years ago, when he heard a 
local theater was mounting a stage version 
of the execrable 1964 film, he did his best to 
forget about it. But the Maverick Theater 
didn’t. It has become one of that theater’s 
programming staples, which makes sense, 
since nearly everything founder/artistic 
director Brian Newell has chosen in the 
Maverick’s 15-year history has some kind 
of cinematic bent to it. And rather than 
choose a highly regarded holiday film 
such as, say, the 1994 classi c All I Want for 
Christmas Is a Gang Bang ( seriously, it’s 
real; the Interwebz says so), Newell and co¬ 
adapter Nick Emmett McGee opted to the¬ 
atricalize an asinine, shoddily made film. 

And bless their little hearts for it. Yes, 
the staged version is stupid-silly and ridic¬ 
ulous r-word, but it’s also more fun than 
spiking grandma’s eggnog and watching 
her fall down the stairs—not to mention, 
far less dickish. After 10 years, with many 
of the performers reprising their roles, 
there’s a loose, ad-libby nature to the 
affair. But though Newell, who directs, 
gives his lunatics the run of the asylum, he 
has kept the keys. Even with the audience 
interactions, asides and spontaneous bits, 
the focus is on the story—even if that story 
is as hokey as they come. 

Martian children are acting up, and 
Kimar (McGee), the head of the Martian 


council, decides to kidnap Santa Claus and 
force him to bring Christmas to his world. 
His second-in-command, Voldar (Andrew 
Villarreal), is suspicious of the plan and 
tries to undermine it at every turn. When 
their spaceship arrives on our planet, they 
seize two Earth kids (Rob Downs and 
Katie Sapp) in hopes they’ll lead him to 
Santa’s workshop. They eventually do, and 
with the help of Torg (Joe Sanders), the 
most un-menacing menacing robot imag¬ 
inable, they capture St. Nick and return 
to Mars. Santa is supplied with a miracu¬ 
lous toy-making machine that generates 
whatever children ask for through the 
thoroughly explained process of multidi¬ 
mensional wormholes. Except this techni¬ 
cal marvel can be easily tampered with, as 
Voldar does, leading to the white-knuckler 
climax of high drama and lofty ideals. 

The show is subtly thread-bare. Every¬ 
thing from the miniature spacecraft and 
Santa’s toy-making machine looks as 
though it were slapped together in Ed 
Wood’s basement, but there’s a uniformity 
to the production values that makes it all 
work. This type of theater truly lives or 
dies on the strength of the ensemble, and 
this one is intoxicating. They’re having so 
much fun up there (such as Downs, who 
plays Billy as if he’s a grown man who 
realizes he’s trapped playing an annoy¬ 
ingly chipper little kid and manages to 
pull it off every step of the way) that it’s 
impossible for the audience to not jump 
onto the ride. McGee and Villarreal are

standouts in the main roles, and Spencer 
Douglas’ Santa is ideally cheerful and 
resourceful. The other Martians (Michael 
Skinner, Leah Feliciano, Ingrid Garner, 
Donny Van Horn and Jeffery Rockey) also 
have ample opportunities to shine. 

You’d think after a decade of mounting 
the same show that things would have set¬ 
tled into a routine. But that’s not the sense 
here. And that has a great deal to do with 
the audience. About three-quarters of 
Sunday’s audience members raised their 
hands when Newell asked them before the 
show if they’d ever seen it, with a few say¬ 
ing this was their eighth year. With plenty 
of adolescents and teenagers in the audi¬ 
ence, that kind of youthful exuberance 
and dedicated allegiance from regulars 
can’t help but keep a cast on its toes. 

And, yes, you deeply serious and politi¬ 
cally charged artists: There is no depth, no 
gravitas, no justifiable reason, other than 
sheer diversion, that this play should be 
staged (although it’s never a bad idea to 
remind people that the only war worth 
waging is the war to defend the imagina¬ 
tion, as this story gently suggests). But it’s 
Christmas. And it’s fun. So fuck off.

Putting the OC 
In Dismaland 

I n selecting artists to showcase original 
work in his epic anti-Disney exhibition 
Dismaland, Banksy reached out to OC 
painter Jeff Gillette with a formal invite. 
Gillette has been painting his own brand 
of realistic landscapes of slums (aptly 
termed "slumscapes"), capturing images 
of makeshift shelters composed of ran¬ 
dom, disparate materials such as those 
you'd find in a landfill—trash, reclaimed 
wood, mismatched cloth, etc. 

Gillette gets his inspiration from his 
world travels, dating back to his days as 
a young Peace Corps volunteer. While 
he was struck by the poverty, what he 
was drawn to was the inherent beauty 
within each handmade home—an 
"architecture of depravation and neces¬ 
sity," as he says in his artist statement. 
Reflecting his sense of awe in realistic 
paintings, he also injects some cheeky 
product placement of brand logos, signs 
and other ironic imagery subtly within 
the frame. 

When it came time to submit work 
for Dismaland, Gillette was given three 
months to produce six original paintings, 
all of which sold within 10 minutes of the 
shows opening. In these works, Disney 
characters run about as if navigating 
through a Silly Symphony romp. There's 
a broken Disneyland sign, a bare-assed 
Minnie Mouse crouching down to take 
a piss, an abandoned Ferris wheel and a 
decayed billboard. 

Gillette is a fan of Banksy and the 
show as a whole. "The Cinderella Castle 
[from Dismaland\ was the most striking 
to me," Gillette says. "What I liked about 
it was how genuine it looked and how 
closely it resembled some of my paint¬ 
ings of the dilapidated castle." 

Although Gillette didn't get to meet 
Banksy in person, he has gotten atten¬ 
tion from global collectors who want 
more of his work. "My favorite part [of 
Dismaland]," he says, "was the gift of me 
being part of such a big deal: art history's 
most elaborate piece of conceptual art!"

The Outlaw Tattooer 


Mikey Tay of Tip Top Tattoo Parlor 


S ome people, such as today’s art- 
school graduates, get into tat¬ 
tooing for the art. But not Mikey 
Tay. “I started hanging out at 
tattoo shops about 12 years ago,” Tay says. 
“I fell in love with the outlaw side of it 
first, then I learned to love the art.” 

Tay thought it was badass that tattoo- 
ers could do things like carry weapons 
and “Tell people, ‘Fuck off’” without fac¬ 
ing professional repercussions. But these 
days, the recent father of twin girls has 
changed his tune a bit. Clients expect a 
better customer-service experience when 
they go into Fullerton’s Tip Top Tattoo 
Parlor, and Tay is more excited to create 
awesome traditional tattoos than he is 
to give people the finger. “I used to have 
my apprentice talk to the customers and 
everything for me because I sometimes 
have a tough time communicating with 
people without sounding like an asshole,” 
Tay says. “If they think you’re an asshole, 
they won’t want to get tattooed by you.” 

Of course, just because he’s willing to 
play by the rules doesn’t mean Tay has to 
like the direction his industry has gone in 
over the past dozen years. Although some 
tattooers praise the recent acceptance 
of the art form, Tay sees at least as many 
negative developments as he does positive 
ones. “It’s definitely taken a turn for the 
worst,” Tay says. “When I started, it wasn’t 
a fashion show or a popularity contest. 
Now, you can put a couple of good pictures 
on the Internet and you’re famous.” 

As much as Tay misses the old days, 
when he was learning from Tom Clark 
(who now tattoos at Olde Tyme Tattoo in 
Fullerton) at the now-closed All-Amer-

ican Tattoo & Body Piercing (which has 
been replaced by Engineerlnk Tattoo & 
Body Piercing) merely a few miles away, 
he has learned to embrace some of the 
benefits of his location. “With [Fullerton 
College] right there, you’re always going 
to have college kids coming in to get tat¬ 
tooed,” he says. “There are a lot of shops 
in the area, but there’s plenty of food for 
everyone around here.” 

Considering tattoos aren’t much of 
a subculture anymore, Tay sees a lot of 
clients who don’t necessarily know what 
they’re looking for. Thankfully, Tay is 
prepared to help turn a client’s ideas into 
a top-notch tattoo, as long as they’re will¬ 
ing to listen to him. “I don’t think people 
know what a good tattoo is these days,” 
Tay says. “It needs to have strong line- 
work, vibrant color and a strong image. 

A strong image tattooed poorly still isn’t 
going to look very good, but a weak image 
is going to be a weak image, no matter 
how well it’s tattooed. It also helps to 
make sure it’s facing the right direction 
and that it’s well-balanced.”

Suicide Silence find their fire after a tragic loss

S uicide Silence is a loud, energetic, 
positive force to be reckoned 
with. Considering their moniker, 
that may seem ironic. In their 
13 years together, the band have received a 
2009 Golden God award for Best New Tal¬ 
ent, helped pioneer the deathcore genre, 
produced four diverse yet strong full-length 
studio albums, and toured relentlessly. 

In 2012, front man Mitch Lucker died 
in a tragic motorcycle accident in Hun¬ 
tington Beach, but the band emerged 
stronger than ever with 2014’s appropri¬ 
ately titled You Can’t Stop Me. 

Tragedy and anger can often cause 
people to fall apart, but Suicide Silence 
have shown strength in the face of adver¬ 
sity. A few months after Lucker’s death, 
the surviving members—guitarists Mark 
Heylmun and Chris Garza, bassist Dan 
Kenny, and drummer Alex Lopez—hosted 
the Ending Is the Beginning: The Mitch 
Lucker Memorial Show, where Eddie 
Hermida, then-vocalist of All Shall Perish 
and close friend of the band, got onstage 
to sing alongside them. That was when 
Suicide Silence decided to continue mak¬ 
ing their fourth studio album, the afore¬ 
mentioned You Can’t Stop Me, which they 
had begun with Lucker. The result was 
part tribute, part resurrection. 

In October, they released the EP Sacred 
Words while on tour to serve as an appe¬ 
tizer for fans until their fifth album. We 
recently talked with guitarist Heylmun 
about his favorite musical decade and more. 


OC WEEKLY; What does You Can’t Stop 
Me mean to you? It’s been successful, but 
obviously, this album was crafted from a 
sort of emotional purging and healing from 
Mitch’s passing. 

MARK HEYLMUN: It’s the last album with 
Mitch. As much as he’s not really on the 
record, he was very much a part of it. So, 
emotionally—and how it sits with me 
mentally—is that it’s a record on which all 
of the fans who knew us with Mitch get to 
see what we’re all about moving forward. 
And then for all the fans who discovered 
us just prior to Mitch’s passing or right 
after, it gives them the idea of what the 
band is about even after he’s gone. So it’s 
a testament to his energy and his influ¬ 
ence on us and the music. It was being 
worked on before he passed, so there is a 
bit of Mitch still present in the band there. 
That’s the intention. 

Mitch is all over that record and our influ¬ 
ence and how the record is put together. 
Those lyrics—'You can’t stop me”—were 
his. We were holding him close and making 
sure that if he would’ve been there to work 
on the record, it would’ve been as close to 
how it came out as possible. It felt like we 
had a lot to prove—that we could still do 
this even without him, as sad as that is. I 
don’t sit around and bask in the success of 
that album. It’s more that I’m really glad we 
could come together as a band and as friends 
and with Eddie to complete the record. 

It’s a stepping stone to the next record, 
which will be really the first record with 


Eddie. You Can’t Stop Me just means the 
world to us that we could actually come 
through that insane moment, you know? 

A situation like that can really break down 
a band. And for you guys, you came out the 
other end, whether you realized it or not at 
the time. So tell me a bit about the digital- 
only EP Sacred Words. 

The EP is to keep fresh stuff out there 
for the fans. It is all about sacred words, 
with a bunch of songs from performing 
live in Europe at festivals. They are all 
raw and real and sound badass. [Laughs.] 
We tracked almost every fest we played 
out there. They are hard jammers. And 
then there is a remake of “Sacred Words” 
and an instrumental. It’s just a cool thing 
to drop right now, between this tour and 
the next record, which will be our fifth 
full-length. We’re just working slowly 
to that. Once we get home, we’ll use the 
inspiration from this tour and the les¬ 
sons we’re learning to jump back into the 
creative process and see where it takes 
us. We haven’t really slowed down in 
that creative process, though. We haven’t 
stopped working on new music. We have 
tons of things on the table, in the idea log. 
It’s never-ending at this point. We have a 
lot of things we want to get out. We fuck¬ 
ing love this shit. There’s not a minute 
that goes by when we all don’t think about 
Suicide Silence and what we’re doing and 
what it means to us. And we know there 
are fans out there who are the same way, 
with stickers, logos, tattoos and more. And 


we’re just as obsessed as they are. 

Some guitarists take the instrument out of 
the case only when it’s time to tour; others 
seem to never put it down. Where do you fall? 
I never put it down. I am looking at a 
baritone ukulele right in front of me that 
I brought on tour. Yesterday, I got a new 
little acoustic travel guitar. I took the New 
York City subway to a Sam Ash music 
store and picked that up. Usually, I have 
a different travel guitar, but I broke it in 
Europe. I gotta get it fixed eventually. I 
just like to fiddle, though. It’s not like I’m 
sitting there, practicing licks. 

What decade of music do you wish you 
could’ve been apart of but you weren’t alive? 
Um, probably not exactly a full decade of the 
1970s. But, like, ’67 to ’77 or ’65 to ’75. Like, 
with Cream and the Yardbirds and Sabbath 
and the Who and the Rolling Stones—my 
favorite music of all time. And driving into 
the ’70s and everyone gettingmore experi¬ 
mental and diving deep into that creative 
process.... Bands all being together in the 
’70s were really [laughs]— it sounds per¬ 
verted, but they were playing with each 
other. People were gettingthe ideas off each 
other. There was so much influence that 
was just incestuous all over the world.

Ageless Evil 

Why the Grindmother is great

A t the beginning of this year, a 
video of an old woman shriek¬ 
ing into a microphone unex¬ 
pectedly became one of the 
most genius examples of viral band mar¬ 
keting in 2015. It’s likely that before “The 
Grindmother” made her first appearance 
on our blog back in February, few outlets 
in mainstream media had paid any atten¬ 
tion to the thro at-shredding world of 
grindcore music, let alone the Canadian 
band Corrupt Leaders, who initially put 
her up to it. Yet in October, there were the 
67-year-old’s angry screams being blasted 
by the Maury Show on TVs across the 
country. Great gimmick? Well, at the end 
of 2015, we’re still talking about it. 

Then in November, the Grindmother’s 
video for her first solo song, “Any Cost,” 
started making the rounds. And the Inter¬ 
net is currently devouring it. There she is 
once again, screaming pure brutality into 
the microphone in all her glory, with her 
close-cropped gray hair, thick-rimmed 
glasses and, perhaps the most geriatric of all 
accessories, a waterproof wrist watch. But 
if this were just an excuse to snicker at an 
old lady—actually, Corrupt Leaders vocal¬ 
ist Rain Forest’s mom—we wouldn’t even 
bother with it. Because whether you believe 
it or not, this is actually the best thing to 
happen to grindcore music this year. 

It’s the kind of gimmick born of unin¬ 
tentional greatness. If you look at how 
Forest and his band mates coax this senior 
citizen into screaming on camera in that 
initial video, you can see her sheepishness 
over recording her vocals blossom into 
demonic determination as she squeezes 
out every drop of intensity she can in take 
after take. You’re watching a star being 


born in real time. “I’ll try not to make it 
sound like I’m having a shit,” she says, 
laughing. By the end of that first video, it 
was clear she was the shit. 

But you can’t just leave it at that. After 
the single for the track “Black Cloud” 
came out on the aptly-titled EP Grind¬ 
mother, her initial scream was mixed so 
seamlessly that if no one had told people 
who the vocalist was, most would’ve 
never given it a second thought. Even 
on the Grindmother’s latest video (with 
music created entirely by Forest), close 
your eyes while listening and see if what 
you hear corresponds to what you see 
when you open them. Your incapability of 
hearing her age is almost as important as 
the fact that grindcore is being mentioned 
on national TV this year (in a positive 
light) thanks to her. 

As the rules of the music industry con¬ 
tinue to dissolve, it seems fitting that the 
fresh new face of an underground genre 
could be an older lady who is just hav¬ 
ing a goof with her son. Within a year, 
she has become one of the biggest stories 
concerning the genre—and we don’t even 
know her real name. 

It’s not really a project that’s cashing 
in on a fad. Grindcore has existed since 
about the mid-1980s and is far from new. 
But this woman reminds musicians who 
take themselves a little too seriously in the 
demonic arts—or any genre—that having 
fun with your music is always a recipe for 
success. The popularity of the video just 
goes to show that this kind of anachro¬ 
nism never gets old—and neither will the 
Grindmother as long as she’s never afraid 
to have a laugh and scream her head off.

T he core members of Time and Energy are 
the kind of people who speakthe same way 
they write music. Brennan Roach and Jorge 
Rios' words leave you with plenty of verbal fat to 
chew on and mull over in your mind, as you try to 
piece together what happened during that brief 
moment of connectivity. 

During our initial interview in a smoky, Santa 
Ana living room, the two made it clear that Open 
Channels\Nds not intended to be a traditional 
album. However, by the time it was finished, it 
had 10 tracks, spanning just 30 minutes, show¬ 
casing Time and Energy's raw fluidity meshed 
with transcendental soundscapes. 

A few days later, I sat with Roach in his studio, 
listening to Open Channelsthrouqh the speak¬ 
ers in his ceiling. "We wrote the songs on our 
own time, and we recorded it whenever we had 
time within a span of about six to eight months," 
Roach says. "It was really scattered. We took 
our time with it. There was no rush. We just did it 
in our garage." 

Within the firsttrack, "Powerslide," one 
gets the sense this third album was written and 
recorded without anyone expecting to pull off 
most of the songs in a live setting. They say they 
can only play four songs live—barely. "It would 
involve some really tricky footwork and switch¬ 
ing of instruments," says Rios. "It's the first time 
we wrote an album without trying it live first. 

'Aji ALai' is the most difficult song to play live. 
Brennan sings on 'Binary Mind' and 'Onion-Like,' 
which is his singing debut. It's a very cut-and- 
pastetype of record." 

The cassette release is accompanied by a 
few stickers and a zine/booklet containing some 
original artwork by Rios and Roach that acts as a 
backdrop for the handwritten lyrics to the entire 
album, which was designed and produced by 
Santa Ana artist Michael Ziobrowski. The cover, 
a spur-of-the-moment collaboration between 
Ziobrowski and fellow local artist Sean Robert-

son, features a seated Buddha surrounded by 
static-infested television sets—a juxtaposition of 
peace and modern unrest. 

Open Channelswas actually wrapped up two 
years ago, but the band lacked enough funding 
to put it out then. It was finally released via X Is 
the Weapon Records, spawned by Ziobrowski. 
Evolving from their debut album, Entertainica, 
and sophomore effort, Strange Kind of Focus, 
which established their style as a loop-based 
band, Open Channels is a culmination of all their 
skills embedded on magnetic tape. 

With good reason, the track "Formula One" 
is often considered the single of the album. The 
melodies are wise and confident, which makes 
sense considering what has been shaping the 
band's music lately. "Jiu-Jitsu, yoga, meditating 
and practicing trumpet are getting me going right 
now," explains Rios, who sits in what resembles a 
relaxed lotus position. "Just getting into 'practice.'" 

Roach, on the other hand, has been "wonder¬ 
ing about life... questioning reality a lot and 
finding out things." 

It's clear from this album the duo headed in a 
direction reminiscent of the Beatles circa their 
Sgt. Pepper era, when they realized their new 
material didn't have to fit into a live-playability 
construct. Similarly, Time and Energy have 
moved on to another level of musicality, always 
pushing forward toward nuance wrapped in 
chance and spontaneity.
